Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to Applicant's assertion that 
provisional application 60/447,489 provides adequate disclosure of the anchor frame being secured to a frame of the vehicle seat and 
bracket extending through a juncture gap between the back and bottom cushions, the provisonal application does not recite or imply the 
frame recited in lines 19-22 is a seat frame and Figure 2B only shows a seat back in phantom and does not show a gap between the back 
and bottom cushions. With respect to Applicant's assertion that Figure 1 teaches the genearation of a singal ouput, Figure 1 merely 
shows lines 40a,40b for transporting a signal going toward the PODS ECU, the arrow leaving the PODS ECU teaches to one of ordinary 
skill in the art that a line leaves the PODS ECU which may carry multiple signals on multiple wires. With respect to Applicant's assertion 
that the specification's third paragraph on page 3 and the provisional application's second paragraph teach the generated output signal 
being a function of the occupant weight output signal and the tension sensor output signal, these paragraphs merely teach the signals 
may be altered to compensate for an occupant weight. Neither paragraph teaches the output signal is a function of two distinct signals. 
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
